This breaks all previous pro- 
duction records. Of this amount 734,- 
901.000 kilowatt hours were produced 
by fuel burning plants using 770.60S 
tons of coal, and 659,819,000 kilowatt 
hours by water powers. 


Coal burning plants continued to 


show a greater efficiency in production. 
While they developed 
more power 


than last year, they consumed 91,715 
lewer tons of coal. The average 
amount of coal consumed to produce 
one kilowatt hour of electricity dur- 
ing 1924 was 2.15 poxtnds, while in 
1923 
it was 2.36 pounds. 
Some of 


this decrease is attributable to the 
elimination of a number of inefficient, 
isolated plants, and the substitution 
therefor of service from inter-connect- 
ed central station plants.

_ 


We have had considerable discussion of 


late of the French debt to the United 
States. 
Some newspapers have assumed 


that France intends to repudiate her obli- 
gations to this country and have proceed- 
ed without adieu 
to castigate her. 


"Colonel" George Harvey, that chronic 
mischief maker in foreign 
affairs, and 


who unfortunately is regarded as one of 
the trusted friends of the president, 
startled Washington the other day with a 
diatribe in a local newspaper in which he 
asserted point blank that France had not 
the "remotest intention" of ever paying 
any of her debts.

she received from this country, as well as 
from Great Britain, but it is not probable 
that she will repudiate them or endeavor 
through deception to avoid paying them. 
If it should happen to be that the temper 
of the French people or of her government 
at the present time inclines to'a loose re- 
gard of her obligations, that does not 
mean that this sentiment will not change. 
The good faith and responsibility of the 
French government is something that 
must be preserved. It could not be pre- 
served by financial dishonor. 
If 
the 


United States holds France to her debts, 
as there is every likelihood it will. France 
will pay them. It may take a .great many 
years to secure the money, but it will be 
forthcoming in due time. 


As if a confirmation of this we have 


only Wednesday what appears to be an 
official statement by the Herriot govern- 
ment, assuring our ambassador to France 
that that country has no intention of try- 
ing to get out of its just debts to the 
United States. It is natural that France 
should desire to have as much time as pos- 
sible to pay her war bills. She has had a 
vast amount of reconstruction and suf- 
fered the greatest loss in resources of any 
of the nations. Payment of her debts aKo 
is inextricably bound up in reparation.-.

PHOTOGRAPHER'S DERMATITIS. 


Dermatitis is inflammation. of the skin. 
So is 


eczema. It is as difficult to explain the difference 
between dermatitis ana eczema as it is to explain 
the difference between a Democrat and- a. Republi- 
can, but there is a great difference as everybody 
knows. 


A photo engraver engaged in the printing: depart- 


ment of a large establishment used for sensitizing 
plates a solution containing, he writes, bichromate 
of ammonium, egg albumen, fish glue and water. 
His hands and" arms were more or less constantly 
covered with a chrome dermatitis. First little water 
blisters would form, with intense itching, and the 
skin was soon excoriated and broken by scratching. 
After several years of this lie was transferred to 
another department, and within 
two weeks 
his 


hands and arms were healed and there was no more 
trouble. But although he has not done any print- 
ing for several years now. lie finds that if he works 
in the printing department for a day or two with- 
out touching the chrome solution, the blisters be- 
gin to form on the backs of his hands. He says

chrome dermatitis. In the years he contended with 
the dermatitis he tried all kinds of lotions and 
salves with no apparent benefit.

Then put on the clean, rubber gloves, and So 
to it. This is the- best protection available for the 
hands ana arms. It is bound to fail unless the most 
painstaking- care is given the gloves. 


Several chemicals used by photographers 
may 


cause skin dermatitis, eczema or erythema. Ery- 
thema means a red rash like scarlet fever; it may 
ba called the second degre of itching rash. Ordin- 
ary itch (scabies) Is just a mild, busy itch; erythema 
itches like sin when it doesn't burn; but when it 
comes to the nth degree of itching, will furious, fit 
for the fiends of hell, rhus dermatitis, otherwise 
known as ivy poisoning is pre-eminent. I some- 
times wonder whether a little wee dose of ruhs 
dermatitis would not be good treatment, both of the 
morale and physical condition, of many subjects 
of mere pruritus—which is just a little itch with- 
out any apparent skin trouble. 


Probably certain individuals are peculiarly im- 


mune and certain others abnormally susceptible to 
these chemicals, just as we know some persons 
are practically immune, to ivy poisoning and others 
are very susceptible.

why by^face and hand's become so itchy in the win- 
ter time. They become very itchy, and little red 
blotches come. Perhaps she keeps a primrose. Some 
persons develop a dermatitis of face and neck and 
hands when they care for primroses.
